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Jesus Preaches in Central 
Galilee 
W 


HEN Jesus bad finished 
preaching the Sermon on 
the Mount, 
he returned 
with his disciples to Ca­ 
pernaum, where he healed the slave 
of a friendly Roman officer. 
He 
remained, however, only one day in 
Capernaum, for he saw that he 
could best spread his teaching by 
going out and preaching through the 
countryside. Although with his fol­ 
lowers he went into Central Gali­ 
lee preaching and performing mira­ 
cles along the way. 
At the village of Nain, Jesus 
raised a widow’s son from the dead. 
Perhaps at this time and place 
he received certain messengers from 
John the Baptist, who was anxious 
to learn whether Jesua was indeed 
the long-awaited Messiah. 
Another memorable Incident on 
this Journey was the meeting with 
the scarlet woman. Jesus had been 
invited to eat in the house of a 
Pharisee named Simon, and there 
he was approached by a strange 
woman who anointed him with :t 
costly unguent and washed his feet 
and dried them with her (lowing 
locks. 
Now this woman was obvi­ 
ously a “sinner,” and the host, who 
was n very strict man. marveled 
that Jesus would permit such a 
creature to approach 
him. 
But 
Jesus explained his conduct with 
the simple parable of the Two 
Debtors, declaring with noble kind 
lincss, “Her sins, which are many, 
are forgiven; for she loved much: 
but to whom little Is forgiven, the 
same loveth little." 
The woman about whom this was 
said Is often taken to be Mary 
of Magdala, but only because a 
character by that name is men­ 
tioned as one of the followers of 
Jesus from here on. 
There were 
several other women In the little 
company of believers who followed 
Jesus. 
He went through the hilly coun­ 
tryside preaching that the Kingdom 
of God was at hand, and that it 
was the duty of all to repent. And 
hundreds came to hearken to him, 
and to witness the miracles which 
he performed. 
But while, the multitude followed 
after Jesu s'th e pious and respect­ 
able folk of the upper class grew 
Increasingly hostile. 
They began 
to declare that Jesus performed his 
miracles with the aid of Satan, not 
of God, and they began to plot evil 
against him. 
Jesus, who was back in Caperna­ 
um now, left the city and went 
down to the shore of the lake to 
preach. 
And so tremendous was 
the crowd that came out to hear 
him that he had to go out In a 
fishing vessel 
and 
preach 
while 
floating there at the water’s edge 
That same evening Jesus and his 
disciples rowed across the lake to 
the eastern shore, stilling a tempest 
on the way. 
They landed near a 
village called Gernsa, and there 
Jesus performed 
the miracle of 
healing a 
madman, 
sending 
his 
many evil spirits Into a herd of 
swine. 
This miracle, while It helped the 
madman. Incensed the people who 
owned the swine, and they ns much 
as ordered Jesus to leave the conn 
try. 
So Jesus returned to the west 
ern side of the lake. 
For a second 
time he went to his own village of 
Nazareth, and now, having achieved 
a reputation, he was not so abrupt­ 
ly rejected as on the previous visit 
Nevertheless, he could not win fol­ 
lowers in Nazareth, for the people 
could not forget his lowly origin. 
On the morrow, therefore, he de­ 
parted and went to the other vil­ 
lages of Central Galilee. 
He sent his disciples off by them 
selves, giving them orders to spread 
the gospel. Two by two he sent 
them out, commanding them, how 
fver, not to preach In the villages 
lnEabifed by the heathens or tEe 
Samaritans. 
Jesus may have felt 
that at this time the good tidings 
of the coming of the Kingdom of 
Heaven were to be told only to the 
"lost sheep of the house of Israel.’’ 


•Jesus and the Multitude 
A 
FTER wandering along through 
Central Galilee for some time, 
Jesus returned to Join his disciples 
In Capernaum. There the sad news 
was brought to him that John the 
Baptist had Men put t9 ftgfftfi fry 


Herod Antlpas. 
Jesus was greatly 
agitated and at once decided to 
seek retirement In the village * of 
Beth-Salda to the northeast of the 
Sea of Galilee. But no sooner hud 
he reached this place than he found 
a great multitude awaiting him, and 
once more he had to preach and 
perform miracles. With five barley 
loaves and two small fishes he fed 
a multitude of five thousand. Where­ 
upon the t>eople were so Impressed 
that they wished to take Jesus by 
force and make him their king. 
The incident is significant. 
Evi­ 
dently most of those to whom Jesus 
ministered could not begin to un­ 
derstand what manner of person 
he was. 
They Imagined him to he 
one who would lead them in a great 
war against Dome. But what Jesus 
desired to preach was 
not 
war 
against Rome but peace with God, 
and therefore he hastily withdrew 
from the excited mob. He ordered 
tils disciples to take ship and cross 
Uh* lake main, he himself walking 
on the wjper that very night. 
The> landed at the I ‘Iain of Gen 
nesarot. jnst .south of Capernaum, 
and there Jesus performed more 
mlnch - 
Thence they returned to 
(’Hpcrii.iuin. where Jesus completed 
his Galih hi ministry by preaching 
in iln* s.wiagogua the famous di>- 
i.mr-.' fCi the "bread of life” which 
is to i*c found In John 6 :‘AV57. 
But that discourse offended many 
Of Jesus' own followers, nnd only 
the 12 disciples retained their faith 
iri him. 
So together with them 
Jesus tied toward Phoenicia, which 
was heathen territory. 
But even 
here people continued to seek him 
out because of his miraculous pow­ 
ers, and finally he was compelled 
to cross Galilee once more and seek 
seclusion in the Decapolls, which 
was also Inhabited by Gentiles. 
But here again the people came 
to him for healing. 
After a while, 
therefore, he sailed back across the 
Sea of Galilee to the city of Dal- 
mnnuthn, 
nnd 
thence almost 
at 
once to the village of Beth-Salda. 
From here he pushed northward to 
the city of Caesarea Philippi, where 
he remained several days. 
It was during this stay that Peter 
openly declared to Jesus “Thou art 
the Christ, the son of the living 
God.” And thereupon Jesus foretold 
how he would have to go up to 
Jerusalem, suffer death, and after 
three davs rise again. 
The little company then returned 
to Capernaum and after dwelling 
there quietly for some time, they 
turned their faces southward and 
went up to Jerusalem. 
Jesus did not follow the usual 
caravan route which went to Jeru­ 
salem by way of the Jordan val­ 
ley. 
Instead he took the shorter 
hut far more difficult route across 
the mountains of Samaria. His fol­ 
lowers were few, chief among them 
the 12 disciples. 
It might he well to name them 
here: 
(1) Simon, who was also 
called Cephas (“stone") or Peter 
(“rook"), a former disciple of John 
the Baptist, and a native of Beth- 
Salda, who from first to last seems 
to have been the most important of 
the disciples; (2) Andrew, his broth­ 
er; (3) Philip, a fellowtownsman 
of Simon and Andrew; (4) James 
the aou of Zebedee; (5) his brother, 
John, “the disciple whom 
Jesus 
loved"; (G) Bartholomew (that is, 
Bar-Tolmai “the son of Tolmai”), 
who Is usually identified with Na­ 
thanael from Cana; (7) Matthew or 
Levi; (S) Thomas or Dld.vmus (“a 
twin"); (9) James, the son of Al- 
pheus, usually referred to as “the 
I^ss" to distinguish him from the 
son of Zebedee; (10) Judas Thad- 
deus, a brother or perhaps a son of 
James the Less; (11) Simon Zel- 
otes, so named probably because he 
belonged to the Zealots, the mili­ 
tant rebels against Rome, before he 
Joined Jesus; (12) Judas Iscariot 
(that Is, Ish-Kerloth, “a man of 
Kerloth," which was a little village 
fn iuJea)." 
^ 
I Vn 'l.- 
Wlth these disciples and a hand­ 
ful of other followers, probably 
most of them women, Jesus made 
his way to the village of Bethany, 
near Jerusalem, wher* he found 
shelter In the house of Lazarus 
and hi* sisters, Martha and Mary. 
Thence he made his excursion to 
the Temple, but aroused so^jnuch 
opposition by his preaching there 
that he was compelled to flee at 
once to Beth-Abars across the Jor- 


A. M. Curtis Varied 
Career as a Sportsman 


The charges of Arthur M. Cur­ 
tis, Republican National commit­ 
teeman for Missouri, that the WPA 
in Missouri is dominated 
by 
the 
“spoils system” serves 
only 
to 
throw into a stronger light 
his 
own varied career in political out­ 
rages. 
As an extremely active figure in 
state Republican politics and as 
chairman of the Republican State 
committee, Curtis put ten 
mem­ 
bers of his family by blood and 
marriage into public offices of the 
state. 
In addition, the wives of 
two of his brothers were 
given 
“extra” work for months 
at 
a 
time over many years. 
Members of his own party have 
declared 
his 
methods 
personal 
political debauchery unequalled in 
type in American politics. 
Curtis did not stop with merely 
“being good to his folks.” He also 
helped himself liberally to public 
pie, as tax attorney for Greene 
county, which benefited him from 
$6,000 to $10.000 a year, and as at­ 
torney for the special deputy state 
finance commissioner in thirteen 
insolvent banks. 
This latter work 
brought $26,683 into the till 
of 
Curtis and his law partner, the 
reports of the State Commissioner 
of Finance reveal. 
Incidently, Curtis found time to 
also act as a deputy finance com­ 
missioner in a fourteenth 
closed 
bank. 
The State Manual, or Blue 
Book, which was in charge of Re­ 
publicans at the time, show scores 
of thousands of dollars had been 
paid the 
twelve 
state-employed 
Curtises. 
The costs to the state 
ranged from the fairly large pay 
given the wives of 
the 
Curtis 
brothers for months of extra work 
to $20,800 paid Clarence Curtis, a 
brother of the national committee­ 
man. 
So many and so varied were the 
places held by the thirteen Cur­ 
tises that on one occasion a Re­ 
publican leader observed: “More 
Curtises could be given state jobs 
only we ran out 
of 
Curtises." 
Curtis was truly in 
clover. 
The 
Republican party 
held 
Missouri 
tightly for twelve years, through­ 
out the administrations of 
Gov­ 
ernor Arthur M. Hyde, 
Sam A. 
Baker and Henry S. Caulfield. But 
Curtis’ foul tactics in giving mem­ 
bers of his 
family 
jobs 
while 
chairman of the state committee 
and denying positions of worthy 
Republican 
party 
workers 
did 
much to destroy organiz^tiorpmor- 
ale and contributed 
largely 
to 
Missouri going Democratic 
over­ 
whelmingly in 1932. 
Representing the Old Guard in 
Missouri, which is 
in 
hopeless 
minority, Curtis 
was 
repudiated 


outright at the recent party state 
convention. 
The most notable in­ 
stance was his defeat in an effort 
to send an unpledged delegation 
to the Republican national 
con­ 
vention in the hope the field might 
be left free 
for 
a 
reactionary 
candidate. 
As an instance of 
the 
Curtis 
sharp eye for a penny, it might be 
noted that even the payless job 
of a national committeeman has 
been turned to account. 
As exe­ 
cutive assistant to Henry P. Flet­ 
cher, Republican national 
chair­ 
man. Curtis has liberal pay and 
an imposing expense account. 
The State Manual shows the fol­ 
lowing Curtises had jobs: 
Jack Curtis, a son. Curtis stain­ 
ed him in young, as the boy spent 
his vacations from school in the 
employ of the Secretary of State 
and graduated into a regular job 
with the State Insurance depart­ 
ment. 
Roy E. Curtis, a brother, 
taken 
from a deputyship 
in 
a 
small 
Ozark county and put through the 
payroll of the State Senate 
and 
the Game and Fish department to 
a well-paying job with the State 
Auditor’s department. 
Clarence W. Curtis, a 
brother, 
employed by the 
State 
Auditor 
succeeding his brother 
Roy. 
In 
eight years he was paid $20,800. 
He resigned to become receiver for 
an insolvent prison contract con­ 
cern. 
Claude E. Curtis, 
a 
brother, 
named as special 
assistant 
at­ 
torney 
general 
under 
Stratton 
Shartel, attorney general of Mis­ 
souri, at $3,500 a year and 
later 
placed under W. L. Vandeventer, 
United States district attorney at 
Kansas City as an assistant dis­ 
trict attorney. 
Miss Nell Curtis, a sister, em­ 
ployed as a stenographer in the 
Secretary of State’s office 
until 
after a rift between Curtis 
and 
other Republican 
leaders, 
when 
she was removed 
to 
the 
State 
Board of Health. 
Howard Twente, a 
brother-in- 
law who married Miss Nell Cur­ 
tis. 
Mrs. Twente continued 
her 
work with 
the 
state. 
Twente 
was a student engineer and Cur­ 
tis folded him into the State High­ 
way department 
as 
a 
rodman. 
Later he was made a 
computor 
for the department. 
Don Cottengim, a 
brother-in- 
law, owner of a 
fat 
bottomland 
farm who was fitted in as a game 
warden in the Game and Fish de­ 
partment. 
E. C. Steele, a 
brother-in-law, 
also put into the State Highway 
department. 
Howe Steele, a brother-in-law, 


who also found refuge in the State 
Highway department. 
Thomas L. Steele, a son of Howe 
Steele, 
whose 
budding 
genius 
found expression as a rodman in 
the old, reliable State 
Highway 
department. 
At the heighth of the 
Hoover 
depression, 
when 
banks 
were, 
breaking on every 
side, 
former 
Senator Roscoe C. Patterson, 
an 
alley of Curtis in Republican party 
affairs, was named as attorney for 
the state deputy finance commis­ 
sioner in the affairs of the Insol­ 
vent Holland Banking company of 
Springfield. 
Soon 
after, 
Frank 
Millspaugh, 
Republican 
State 
Commissioner of Finance, appoint­ 
ed J. E. Cahill as special deputy 
finance commissioner on the rec­ 
ommendation of 
the 
depositors’ 
committee of the Holland bank. 
Cahill had been a short 
time 
before president of a 
bank 
at 
Walnut Grove in Greene 
county 
with a capital of $10,000. 
He im­ 
mediately 
appointed 
Curtis 
as 
attorney for thirteen banks under 
his supervision.

Circuit Court Meets at Union, 
Franklin County 


The history of Franklin county, 
the fourth largest of 
Missouri s 
114 counties and one of the nine 
oldest counties in the State, at- 
fords a retrospect of many phases 
of Missouri history. 
Its German 
population, its great 
variety 
of 
soils and minerals, its location on 
the Missouri river and its proxi­ 
mity to St. Louis have given its 
history color, 
and 
variety 
and 
movement. 
Romance is embodied in the his­ 
tory of Franklin county. 
Its fam­ 
ous Tavern Rock on the Missouri 
attracted and allured French voy- 
ageurs, flatboatmen, explorers and 
travelers—among them Lewis and 
Clark and Bradbury. 
John 
Day 
and John Colter were early resi­ 
dents; Daniel Boone hunted there. 
About 1800 
Stephen 
Sullivan 
settled in the rich bottom 
lands 
south of 
present 
day 
Sullivan, 
where he was one of 
the 
early 
miners of copper and lead on the 
Meramac. 
About 1812, a powder 
mill, the first in Missouri, 
was 
established by John Maupin, prob­ 
ably near Newport. Other pioneer 
settlements were 
Bassora, 
later 
Washington, Miller’s Landing, lat­ 
er New Haven, and Union. 
In 1818 the county was organ­ 
ized and named 
for 
Benjamin 
Franklin. 
The county seat, first 
located in 
Newport, 
was 
later 
transferred to Union, where 
the 
first court at this place convened 
on June 12, 1827, one hundred and 
nine years ago this week. 
Beginning in 1834, large 
num­ 
bers of 
Germans, 
inspired 
by 
Duden’s famous Report, immigrat­ 
ed to Franklin county. 
From the 
letters and works of Frederick and 
Herman Steines and Gert Goebel, 
immigrants of distinction, 
glimp­ 
ses are afforded of the industry of 
the Germans which greatly 
ac­ 
celerated the development of the 
county. 
Herman Steines in 1837 records: 
‘T think every American 
would 
sell his 
farm”, 
and 
Frederick 
Steines: “There is scarcely a farm 
that is not for sale." 
A farm of 
365 acres commanded $3,000. The 
building of a smokehouse, a stable, 
a 
kitchen 
and 
a 
milkhouse, 
Steines records, prompted his less 
industrious neighbors to remark 
that he was “building a town.” 
In 1839 the county was visited 
by the squirrel plague, when hun­ 
dred of thousands 
of 
squirrels 
overran the region. 
In the same 
year, Oakfield Academy was open­ 
ed by 
Frederick 
Steines, 
who 
formerly conducted in St. Louis 
the first German public 
school 
west of the Mississippi. 
In 1840, 
Franklin county was one of four 
counties in 
Missouri 
producing 
tobacco 
in 
excess 
of 
100,000 
pounds. 
The first newspaper, the 
Union Flag, was 
established 
in 
1848. The Pacific, Missouri’s first 
major railroad, reached the coun­ 
ty in 1852. 
A few years 
later, 
what is today the “Frisco” 
was 
built up the Meramec. 
In 
the 
fifties, St. Clair, Pacific and Sul­ 
livan, enterprising mining centers, 
were laid out (Franklin 
county 
copper in 1849 was “boomed” as 


I superior to that of the Lake Sup- 
I erior region), and in 
1859, 
the 
j county was one of five outstanding 
lead producing counties 
in 
the 
State. 
A thriving trade in stock 
and grain centered in Washington 
and here also were manufactured 
i the German zither, the Missouri 
i meerchaum (corn cob) pipe, flour, 
and fire clay products. 
Following the Civil war, 
dur­ 
ing which the Uunion cause had 
no more ardent supporters in Mis­ 
souri than in Franklin county, the 
tempo of progress became slower 
and more even.

Jesus Preaches in Central 
Galilee 
W 


HEN Jesus had finished 
preaching the Sermon on 
the 
Mount, 
he 
returned 
with his dlsdples to Ca- 
pernaum. where he healed the slave 
of a friendly Roman officer. 
He 
remained, however, only one day In 
Capernaum, for he saw that he 
could best spread his teaching by 
going out and preaching through the 
countryside. 
Although with his fob 
lowers he went Into Central Gall* 
lee preaching and performing mira­ 
cles along the way. 
At the village of Nnln, Jesus 
raised a widow's son from the dead. 
Perhaps at this time nnd 
place 
he received certain messengers from 
John the Raptlst, who was anxious 
to learn whether Jesus was Indeed 
the long-awaited 
Messiah. 
Another memorable Incident on 
this Journey 
w h s the meeting with 
the scarlet woman. Jesus hail been 
Invited to eat In the house of a 
Pharisee named Simon, nnd there 
he was approached by a strange 
woman who anointed him with a 
costly unguent and washed his f»*et 
and dried them with her flowing 
locks. 
Now this woman was obvl* 


Herod Antlpsa. 
Jesus was greatly 
agitated and at once decided to 
seek retirement In the village* of 
Beth-Salda to the northeast of the 
Ses of Galilee. 
But no sooner had 
he reached this place than he found 
a great multitude awaiting him. and 
once more he had to preach and 
perform mlraclea. 
With five barley 
loaves and two small fishes he fed 
a multitude of five thousand. Where­ 
upon the j*eople were so Impressed 
that they wished to take Jesus hy 
force and make him their king. 
The Incident Is significant. 
Evi­ 
dently most of those to whom Jesus 
ministered could not begin to un­ 
derstand what manner of

They Imagined him to be 
one who would lend them In a great 
war against Rome. But what Jesus

against Rome but peace with God.

that Jesus would permit such a 
creature 
to 
approach 
him. 
But 
Jesus explained his conduct with 
the 
simple parable of the 
T w o 
Debtors, declaring with noble kind 
llncss, “Her sins, which are many, 
are forgiven; for she loved much: 
but to whom little Is forgiven, the 
same loveth little.” 
The woman about whom this was 
said Is often taken to be Mary 
of Magdala, but only because a 
character by thnt name Is men­ 
tioned as one of the followers of 
Jesus from here on. 
There were 
several other women In the little 
company of believers who followed 
Jesus. 
He went through the hilly coun­ 
tryside preaching that the Kingdom 
of God was at hand, and that it 
was the duty of all to repent. And 
hundreds came to hearken to him, 
and to witness the miracles which 
he performed. 
But while the multitude followed 
after Jesus," the pious and respect­ 
able folk of the upper class grew 
Increasingly hostile.

But that discourse offended many 
of Je s u s ' own followers, nnd only 
the 12 disi ¡pies reta ine d their faith 
in 
hint. 
So together with them 
J e s u s tied toward Phoenicia, which 
was heathen territory. 
But even 
here people continued to seek him 
out because of his miraculous pow­ 
ers, and finally he was com piled 
to cross Galilee once more and seek 
seclusion In the Decapolls, which 
was also Inhabited by Gentiles. 
But here again the people came 
to him for healing. 
After a while 
therefore, he snlled back across the 
Sea of Galilee to the city of Dal 
mnnutha, 
and 
thence 
almost 
at 
once to the village of Beth-Salda 
From here he pushed northward to 
the city of Caesarea Philippi, where 
he remained several days. 
It was during this stay thnt Peter 
openly declared to Jesus “Thou art 
the Christ, the son of the living 
God." And thereupon Jesus foretold 
how he would have to go up to 
Jerusalem, suffer death, and after 
three davs rise again.

The history of Franklin county, \ 
the fourth largest of 
Missouri's 
114 counties and one of the nine 
oldest counties in the State, af- ^ 
fords a retrospect of many phases 
of Missouri history. 
Its German 
population, its great 
variety 
of 
soils and minerals, its location on 
the Missouri river and Us proxi­ 
mity to St. Louis have given its 
history color, 
and 
variety 
and 
movement. 
Romance is embodied in the his­ 
tory of Franklin county. 
Its fam­ 
ous Tavern Rock on the Missouri 
attracted and allured French voy- 
ageurs. flatboatmcn, explorers and 
travelers—among them Lewis and 
Clark and Bradbury. 
John 
Day 
and John Colter were early resi­ 
dents; Daniel Boone hunted there. 
About 1800 
Stephen 
Sullivan 
settled in the rich bottom 
lands 
south of 
present 
day 
Sullivan, 
where he was one of 
the 
early 
miners of copper and lead on the 
Meramac. 
About 1812, a powder 
mill, the first in Missouri, 
was 
established by John Maupin, prob­ 
ably near Newport. Other pioneer 
settlements were 
Bassora, 
later 
Washington, Miller’s Landing, lat­ 
er New Haven, and Union. 
In 1818 the county was organ­ 
ized and named 
for 
Benjamin 
Franklin. 
The county seat, first 
located in 
Newport, 
was 
later 
transferred to Union, where 
the 
first court at this place convened 
on June 12, 1827, one hundred and 
nine years ago this week. 
Beginning in 1834, large 
num­ 
bers of 
Germans, 
inspired 
by 
Duden’s famous Report, immigrat­ 
ed to Franklin county. 
From the 
letters and works of Frederick and 
Herman Steines and Gert Goebel, 
immigrants of distinction, 
glimp­ 
ses are afforded of the industry of 
the Germans which greatly 
ac­ 
celerated the development of the 
county. 
Herman Steines in 1837 records; 
“I think every American 
would 
sell his 
farm”, 
and 
Frederick 
Steines: “There is scarcely a farm 
that is not for sale." 
A farm of 
365 acres commanded $3,000. The 
building of a smokehouse, a stable, 
a 
kitchen 
and 
a 
milkhouse, 
Steines records, prompted his less 
industrious neighbors to remark 
that he was "building a town.” 
In 1839 the county was visited 
by the squirrel plague, when hun­ 
dred of thousands 
of 
squirrels 
overran the region. 
In the same 
year, Oakfield Academy was open­ 
ed by 
Frederick 
Steines, 
who 
formerly conducted in St. Louis 
the first German public 
school 
west of the Mississippi. 
In 1840, 
Franklin county was one of four 
counties in 
Missouri 
producing 
tobacco 
in 
excess 
of 
100,000 
pounds. 
The first newspaper, the 
Union Flag, was 
established 
in 
1848 
The Pacific, Missouri’s first 
major railroad, reached the coun­ 
ty in 1852. 
A few years 
later, 
what is today the “Frisco” 
was 
built up the Meramec. 
In 
the 
fifties, St. Clair, Pacific and Sul­ 
livan. enterprising mining centers, 
were laid out (Franklin 
county 
copper in 1849 was “boomed” as 


superior to that of the Lake Sup­ 
erior region), and in 
1859, 
the 
county was one of five outstanding 
lead producing counties 
in 
the 
State. 
A thriving trade in stock 
and grain centered in Washington 
and here also were manufactured 
the German zither, the Missouri 
meerchaum (corn cob) pipe, flour, 
and fire clay products. 
Following the Civil war, 
dur­ 
ing which the Uunion cause had 
no more ardent supporters in Mis­ 
souri than in Franklin county, the 
tempo of progress became slower 
and more even. 
In 1870, Bagby 
and sons Nursey, 
which 
drew 
orders from over the United States 
and Mexico, was established in 
New Haven and in the same year, 
at Krakow, was published what is 
said to have been the first Polish 
newspaper in the United 
States. 
The National Cob Pipe Works at 
Union, one of the largest in the 
world, by 1914 produced over five 
million 
pipes 
annually. 
From 
1905 to 1914, the county 
ranked 
second in poultry and eggs and In 
1928, with Iron county, produced 
the bulk of the iron ore mined in 
Missouri. 
Today, the county with its pop­ 
ulation of 30,519, ranks fourteen­ 
th in wealth. 
Though 
dairying, 
poultry, grain and stock 
raising 
and mining are the chief indus­ 
tries, the county in recent 
years 
has developed its magnificent na­ 
tural 
scenery. 
Shaw’s 
garden 
Arboretum, established 
at 
Gray 
Summit in 1925. 
and 
Meramac 
State Park, established in 
1926, 
are today the rhecca of vacation­ 
ists. Significantly, Franklin coun­ 
ty in 1935 was the first county in 
Missouri to establish 
a

planning board.
